Tt 
vas ‘stated that the proposals submitted 
by the Committee wera ‘based on the re- 
solutions of the Lambeth ‘Conference aly 
though modified and supplemented 1 
certain points. The Order,of Deaconesses, 
it was pointed ont, is"an apostolic Onder’ of 
Ministry in the Church of God, It wus for 
women the one and only Oyder of the 
Ministry which had the ger of Apostolie 
ap roval and the only Order which, iu the 
judgment of the Committee, “our branch 
of the Catholic Church could recognize and 
use. A deaconess in her ordination waa dedi- 
cited toa life-long service, though the extent 
and muvnner of its exorcise by her might vary!
